Showed No Signs of Nervousness. 

Mr. Durston placed a plain wooden bot- 
tomed chair directly in front of the chair of 
death and bade Kemmler sit upon it. He 
obeyed readily. There was no uneasiness 
about his movements. He was apparently the 
calmest person in the room, 

The Warden took a place beside Kemmler, 
and resting his arm over the prisoner’s shoul- 
der on the chair back the State’s officer pre-

sented the condemned man to those present. 
He introduced him, indeed, and this is what 
he said: “‘Now, gentlemen, this is William 
Kemmler. I have just read the death warrant 
to him and have told him: he has got to die, 
and if he has anything to say he will say it.”’ 

There was surprise among those present. 
Kemmler, however, seemed gratified because 
he had an opportunity to speak: With his 
feet wide apart upon the stone floor, with a 
hand on either knee and elbows akimbo, the 
simple fellow spoke. 

“Well, I wish everybody good luck in the 
world,” he said in easy, steady tones, “ and 
I'll go to a good place; and the papers has 
been saying lots of stuff about me that ain’t 
so.’’ 

The prisoner glanced over his shoulder as 
he ceased speaking, and Mr. Durston came to 
his side, 

“Take off your coat, Bill,”’ said he. 

There was no word, but with easy, steady 
joints he pulled off one sleeve, and then swung 
off the garment to the chair from which he 
had risen. 

In the Chair of Death. 

“Now, then, Bill, you’d best sit down 
here,”’ said the warden, whose heart is kind, 
and whose tone was that of a parent to a child 
that should be corrected. The warden was 
moved with compassion tor the being who, 


obedient to a nod, seated himself in the great , 


chair never to rise alive. His submission 
somehow seemed to have the element of pa- 
tient and uncomprehending passivity of the 
ox when led to the killing. He trusted the of- 
ficer who he knew was to kill him. It wus an 
exhibition of the confidence found in animals. 

“Take it cool, Bill, ’m going to stay close 
beside you all the while till the end,’’ said the 
warden as though to a child who pleads with 
its mother to stay by the bedside at night till 
sleep’ shall have come. Then he buckled a 
strap at one shoulder. 

**T will, I'll take it cool,”’ returned Kemm- 
ler, and then with his elbows upon the great 
arms of the chair he drew himself firmly back 
on the seat so that the electrode pressed him 
hard at the base of the spine. , 

Two others were working at the straps— 
first the arms, then the chest, waist, hips, legs, 
and, lastly, the leather mask. There was some 
fumbling in nervous haste; and the doomed 
man observimg it said: ‘‘ Take your time, 


take your time,”’. and while he spoke he held 


high his arms to make easy the binding of his 
chest. Then, as the insulated neck saddle was 
being placed, he suggested that if pressed for- 
ward as it was being adjusted it wotild be 
more easy for him. 

“All right, Bill, all right,’’ returned the 
Warden, and his voice was a trifle unsteady. 
“It won’t hurt you, Bill, it won’t hurt you at 
all,”’ he added. 

The Doomed Man’s Last Words. 

“Take your time, Mr. Durston, don’t be in 
a hurry,”’ the prisoner said again in response. 
And then he added as the dangling mask was 
being shaped for adjustment: ‘Well, I wish 
everybody good luck.”’ 

The mask covered his eyes, grasped his 
chin, and firmly pressed his forehead. It was 
not well fitted, Kemmler said; and hespoke to 
direct its proper adjustment. 

“‘Do everything right, Mr. Durston,” said 
he, “‘and push down that more on top of my 
head.”’ He referred to the electrode which 
was being fitted to thetop.of his head. It 
was done, and seemed to push his head down 
between the shoulders, while the mask. was 
buckled back so tightly that the edge was 
buried in the skin of the nose and forehead. 
Once more he spoke, and they were his last 
words, 

““ Well, I want to do the besj I can, and I 
can’t do any better than that,’) said he. 

‘‘ God bless you, Kemmler, you have done 
well,” spoke Dr. Spitzka in his quick, nervous 
way, and there were pitying tears in many 
eyes, and husky voices muttered: ‘* You have, 
Kemmler, you have.”’ 

Every strap had been tightened, the War- 
den’s deputies stepped back, there was a hush. 
The Warden inquired of Drs. MacDonald and 
Spitzka how long the current should be main-, 
tained in Kemmler’s body. The first response 
was twenty seconds, which was almost in- 
stantly changed to ten seconds. 

“Very well, gentlemen,’’ responded the 
Warden, and he moved toward the door of his 
secret room. And at the moment Dr. Fell of 
Buffalo, who made the death chair, was drop- 
ping water from a bulb syringe through a long 
rubber tube into the electrode sponges. The 
Warden reappeared from the ante-room. 


Applying the Deadly Current, 


“‘ Well, everything is ready,” he said, while | 


he faced the death chair six feet away. The 
bound man in the chair had heard every word. 
His hands were clinched and rigid. He 
awaited the shock. The hour was 6:43) 
o’cloek. 

The Warden turned and nodded his head to 
some one who stood in the secret room at the 
fatal switch. There was a quick, convulsive 
start of the bound figure in the chair and a 
little squeaking sound of straining straps. The 
breathless watchers had every sense benf upon 
the moveless wretch bound hand and foot. 
The bar of a heavy shade at one window was 
lifted by the. breeze and fell back 
against the bars. The. noise was slight, 
but to the tense and breathless 


-watchers in the dea’h chamber, it seemed 


equal to the sound of clashing arms. Dr. 
Spitzka and Dr. Shrady, drawn by deep inter- 
est, almost unconsciously moved on tiptoe to 
places by the chair. But all was still, and no 
man spoke, Every faculty was contributing 
to that of vision. Such a scene there never 
was on earth before. No man ever before had 
died thus by the delhberate purpose of his 
fellow-man. 

After that convulsive start that marked the 
stroke of electricity upon Kemmler there was 
no movement of muscle nor twitch of nerve. 
The features, from bridge of nose to chin, 
seemed to have been pursed up like those of 
one facing a storm. 

Believed Him to Be Dead. 


But was it death? Who should say? The 
law demanded that the current of electricity 
should be maintained against his vitals until 
death should come. But who should tell when 
death had come? 

The men of science believed that then the 


hammers in different directions at the rate of 
some 230 times each second. Their books, 
though they. told of no -case like 
this, led the wise men to believe that the silent 
forces working in this man’s body were disin- 
tegrating the nerve cells, the tissues, and the 
blood, too, by divorce_of oxygen from its cor- 


: puscles. They thought the blood was becom- 


ing, by mechanical change, ftuidized and use- 
less to sustain life. And so they watched and 
listened in the silent room—five, ten, fifteen, 
seventeen seconds. 

“ There, that’s enough. Tiake off the cur- 
rent,” said the Warden’s chosen physicians— 
MacDonald and Spitzka—and the Warden 
passed the word within the adjoining room 
where some one had let on the current and 
where the same one cut it off. Then spoke 
the doctors: “Observe the lividity about 
the base of the nose and the en- 
tire nose. itself. Note where the 
mask rests on the nose, the 
white appearance there.’’ Thus spoke Dr. 
Spitzka, and other dactors came about and 
dented the flesh with their fingers and watched 
the play of white and red upon withdrawal. 
They saw an abrasion upon the right thumb. 
In that sypreme shock the murderer’s fist had 
become so clenched im the convulsion that the 
nail of the forefinger had dug into the base of 
the thumb.’ Meantime a button pressed in 
the secret room had signaled the stopping of 
the dynamo. 

Happiest of all in the room was Dr. South- 
wick of Buffalo, the father of electricizing in 
capital cases, who has been studying and 
working upon the subject since 1881,’ 

“There,” he exclaimed, as he strode away 
from the chair to a knot of witnesses at the 
other end of the room, “there is the culmina- 
tion of ten years’ work and‘ study. We live 
in a higher civilization froin this day.’’ 

Kemmler Shows Signs of Life. 

But even while he spoke a quick, sharp cry 
went up from those yet closely watching about 
the silent figure in the chair. There had been 
a movement in the breast of the man whom 
all believed had died one minute and forty-

seven seconds before. Soon there was an- 
other movement, accompanied by a sudden 
gasp, and then the breast began to heave with 
long, deep, stertorous respiration. 

“Start the current, start the current again,”’ 
shouted Dr. Spitzka. All crowded about the 
chair and watched the laboring wretch whose 
breast despite the broad tight bands about 
himg was rising and falling with a strong 
force. 

The entire body wasi racked in the efforts of 
the organs to resume their functions, 
and a deep fear fell on some 
lest consciousness should return. The 
doctors declared, however, that the man was 
beyond consciousness, and some thought the 
action which startled all and sent the Warden 
away with a white face to order the current 
renewed was only a reflex muscular action. 
Not so one. physician, .who declared he 
would stake his name that he could bring 
Kemmler back to conscious life with brandy 
hypodermics. 

Meantime Mr. G. G. Bain of Washington, 
D. C., had fainted and lay ypon a bench, 
where he was being fanned. 

This spectacle was continued from 6 :45 until 
6:47 o’clock. Then there came again to the 
figure in the chair another shock under which 
the straps were strained again. The lungs, 
however, filled again and again while the cur- 
rent was pouring through the unconscious 
body. 

! Burned by the Electrodes, 

At 6:51 another groan of dismay was heard 
near the chair and smoke was observed cur- 
ling up from Kemmler’s back. 

** He’s burning,”’ shouted one. 

** Cut off the current,’’ cried another. 

““He’s dead. There is no use keeping up 
the current longer,’’ said some one else. 

Again the Warden gave the signal to open 
the switch, and the body in the chair, sur- 


charged with four distinct shocks that had |, 


been given it, developed no further move- 
ment. 

“‘He’s unquestionably dead,”’ said Dr. Mac- 
Donald, 

Almost immediately attendants began to 
unbind the corpse in the great chair—first the 
arms, then the legs, next the body, and finally 
the mask was removed, The eyes were found 
to be half closed, and without the 
glassy stare common to the eyes in 
death. The lids were lifted and tests 
of the pupils with a bright light 
were made, There was no contraction of the 
pupils. Where the mask had pressed the fore- 
head there was a livid mark. The nose and 
the region of its base was of deeply livid hue. 
Purple spots soon began mottling the hands, 
arms, and neck, and the doctors said he was 
surely dead. 

While the witnesses were yet examining the 
body or conferring with each .other upon the 
event of the murderer’s death Warden Dur:;- 
ton produced his death certificate, which was 
read and signed by each witness of the execu- 
tion. , 

Warden Durston was asked to state the 
pressure at the time the current was first ap- 
plied. 

** About 1,800 volts,”’ was the response. 

** And was that pressure maintained in the 
subsequent applications?”’ 

Mr. Durston’s reply was not definite at all, 
but it lent the impression that he did not 
know. 

Subsequently there appeared in the death 
chamber a tall man with dark hair and mus- 
tache, who was sai to have been one 
of three men who operated the electrical ap- 
patatus in the secret chamber. He is 
authority for the statement that the 
volt meter” at the moment of the first 
application of the current to Kemmler regis- 
tered 1,000 to 1,500 volts, while 1,500 to 2,000 
volts were registered at the time the second 
application was made, | 

Kemmler’s body was entirely unbound about 
7:30 o’clock, and the dectors determined not 
to proceed at once withithe autopsy. The wit- 
nesses returned to the hotel for breakfast, 
with the understanding they should return at 
8:16 o’clock a. m. 

Making the Autopsy. 


The physicians were slow to make the 
autopsy until indubitable post-mortem indi- 
cations should be observed. Upon their re- 
turn therefore they were made. The corner 
of the eye was found much sunken and the 
iris was relaxed. 

‘There can be little question when these in- 
dications are present,’’ remarked Dr. Spitzka. 
Rigor mortis was also well marked in the 
upper extremities, but less in the lower parts, 
Dr. Balch pulled off the shoe from Kemmler’s 
left foot and with the edge of his hand struck

The spot where a tuft of Kemmler’s hair had 
been cut off just before death was 
found to constitute .

The chances of instantaneous 
death would have been greater, and possibly 
disfigurement, which he dreaded, would have 
been avoided.

Imperfect Electrical Contact,

"casi tenatin of the electrodes on the fatal 
chair disclosed that the sponge in the one at 
the base of the spine was dried and scorched 
by heat generated owing to imperfect con- 
tact or to insufficient wetting of the sponge 
during contact. The result was a terrible 
burning of the back. 

The sponge in the upper eleétrode had been 
singed, though not so much ag the other, and 
the scalp only singed instead of incinerated. 

Finally, asito the causes of the failure to 
kill Kemmler instantly. There is said by all 
the physicians to be no deubt that con- 
sciousness was stricken imstantly from 
his brain, ‘The fact that he was not instantly 
killed is the result of improper contact or of 
insufficient voltage or pressure. Contact cer- 
tainly was not perfect at the head, for two- 
thirds of the contact was @pon the man’s 
thick, smoothly-brushed hair, the clipped spot 
being one-third the size of the electrode’s 


diameter. 4 

Warden Durston says 1,700 ¥olts of pressure 
of current was first applied to Kemmler. 
When questioned tonight by the Associated 
Press correspondent if the twenty incandes- 
cent lamps on the circuit to ifdicate presence 
of current were burning whitn the bolt was 
discharged into the murdere® he stated they 
were, They should not havd been. - The mo- 
ment before switehing the current into Kemm- 
ler, the test lamps should havé@ been put out. 

The Arrangements Were Imperfect. 

Each lamp consumes fifty volts, hence the 
twenty took 1,000 volts at onge out of the cur- 
rent sent to Kemmler. That! left 700 to cause 
death. The best authorities te that 15 per 
cent of a current is stop at the points of 
contact, and that 85 is thus expended in the 
body. Eighty-five per cent of the 700 volts 
not consumed today. by the test lamps is 595 
volts of pressure. This is not enough to 
surely kill a man instantly with good contact, 
and that of teday was not perfect. The Warden 
says all was working right this morning, 
though Jast night at midnight his appliances 
were in ouch order tbat he was 
not certain whether the execution 
would take place today, even though he had 
summoned his guests to the prison at an 
early hour this morning. Warden Durston 
has been through a terrific ordegl, arid the 
knavery cf men has been pressed upon 
him so much where least expected that, ashe 
says, he scarcely knows whether to trust, him- 
self. He will approach electricizing of 
tones pir here, with more; light. The con- 
census of opinion. among fhe witnesses here 
today is that not the slightest. doubt exists 
but that a human being may be instantaneous- 
ly killed by 1,000 volts applied through perfect 
contact and continued twenty seconds. The 
body of Kemmler will douvtless be disposed 
of tomorrow in the prison burying-ground; 
with quicklime to hasten dissolution,

THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 
Results of the Autopsy as Given Out by 


Dr. 

Avusury, N. Y., Aug, 6-—-Dr, Shrady this 
evening gave out the following as the result oa: 
the autopsy: 

Body fairly well nourished. - Rigor mortis 
marked particularly in the muscles of the jaw, 
neck, and thorax, and gradually extending from 
above downward, involving the feet and legs last. 
The post-mortem hyperstasis marked over lower 
portion of body and extending up as far as the 
anterior axillmry line,.also on the pendent surface 
of the upper and lower extremities.. The upper 
extremities are partly flexed and irotated out- 
ward, the nails showing pos mertem lividity. 

There was an oval depression of the scalp upon 
the vertex beginning at the anterior hair line and 
measuring four inches in its long and three and a 
half inches in its short diameter. 

On incising the skin over the sternum the blood 
which escaped was unusually dark and fluid, and 
remained so on exposure. There was no vernicu- 
lar action of the intestine on exposure to the air 
or on irritation. The diaphragm extended from 
the fifth intercostal on the left and the fourth on 
the right. The blood from the cut surface of the 
liver was of a crimson-like color. Abdominal or- 
gans were normal in position and appearance. 

The muscles of the thorax were of the usual 
color. Tardieu spots were noticed on the pos 
terior border of the lower lobe of the left lung. 
Over half of the lung floated when placed in water, 
showing marked emphysmalous condition. The 
bronchii were normal in appearance and con- 
tained mucus andair bubbles. The right lung 
was adheront throughout to the diaphragm. In 
the middle lobe of this lung there were numerous 
well marked tardieu spots. 

The spleen was normal in size and appearance. 
The left kidney weighed 3% ounces and the right 
kidney 3 ounces, both were intensely congested. 
The heart weighed 5% ounces, valves were 
healthy. Bladiler contracted. 

The scalp on being removed showed the vertex 
of the skull to be in a desiccated condition, corre- 
sponding with the contact of electrode as previ- 
ously noted, but of larger area, being 4x4 inches, 
the zone of the scalp being only 244x3 inches, 
the long diameter being antero-posterior. On 
removal of the: skull cap the dura was normal in 
texture, somewhat dull in color, particularly over 
the area corresponding with the zone of contact, 
In the prerolaudic region the meningeal vessels 
were filled with carbonized blood. On the inter- 
nal aspect of calvarium the meningeal vessels in 
the dura the cantents and coats appeared to be 
black and carbonized. The carbonized vessels 
were so brittle that their ends were torn 
off with the calvarium and presented a 
broken, crumby appearance. This carbon- 
ization was limited in an abrupt manner. The 
other meningeal vessels contained blood of a 
crimson-like hue corresponding to outer burn 
previously described. The pia and gyri them- 
selves were of a pale buff color, -the rest had the 
ordinary rosy injection of the ordinary cortex. 
While observing this anaemic area it was noticed 
that its blood vessels began to fill, The 
pia and arachnoid on the convexity wére 
perfectly mormal. An interesting fact was 
observed on handling the pous and medulla 
in that they were found to be warm. By a ther- 
mometer inserted in the fourth ventricle the 
temperature was noted at 97°. This corresponds 
with an area of temperature on the back of the 
neck, which was noted as 99° two hours after 
death and 97%" three hours post mortem. The 
brain cortex in area of contact was sensibly hard- 
ened to onesixth of its depth where 
there was a broken line of vascularity. 
The vessels over the corpus stratum showed 
enlargements in different parts of their ramifica- 
tions. The paus was slightly softened. The 
burned integument ofthe back -upon being re- 
moved showed the spinal muscles underneath to 
be cooked, like *‘ overdone beef” throughout their 
entire thickness. 

The blood taken immediately after death show- 
ed under the microscope a markedly granular con- 
dition almost suggesting an 
tion of the red corpuscles.

Execution by Electricity Denounced as Bar- 
bareus and Disgraceful. 

Lonpon, Aug. 7.—The Chronicle, comment- 
ing upon the killing of Kemmler by elec- 
tricity, says the scene was worthy of the dark- 
est chambers af the Inquisition in the six- 
teenth century, : 

The Times says it would be impossible to 
imagine a more ing exhibition. It ad-

Then becoming more serious 
he said: “ The people of this country are. not 
barbarians, and do not indorse any such cruel 
treatment of murderers, even though such 
methods be legal.’’ 


DR. BALCH BECOMES A CONVERT. 


He Thinks Death by Electricity Is Abso- 
lutely Painless—Other Opinions. \ 

Arpany, N, Y., Aug. 6,—[Special.]—Dr. 
Lewis Balch, who witnessed the execution of 
Kemmler today, said that personally he was 
heretofore in favor of hanging as the best 
mode of execution, but having seer the abso- 
lute certainty, rapidity, and painlessness with 
which death can be caused by electricity his 
opinion has changed in favor of that manner 
of legal execution. He does not consider that 
the failure of the first shock administered to 
Kemmiler to cause instantaneous death is 
proof that this method of execution is futile, 
for after the first shock the prisoner was vir- 
tually dead, suffered no pain,-and had no re- 
turn of consciousness. 

Lovuisviizie, Ky., Aug. 6.—‘‘ Kemmler was 
dead within a second after the alternating 
current was turned on,’ said Mr. Harold P. 
Brown of New York tonight. He is the man 
who, after the New York Legislature passed 
a law to execute by electricity, made the ex- 
periments and placed in position “the deadly 
dynamo at Auburn. 

“If the current is cut off before the expira- 
tion Of 25 or 30 seconds,”’ said Mr. Brown, 
‘the muscular rigidity caused ‘by the passage 
of the current through the muscles will be fol- 
lowed by corresponding relaxation, which 
may produce spasmodic expulsion of* 
breath and attempts at respiration. If 
the current is kept on more than 30 seconds 
there is no movement whatever of the muscles 
when the ‘turrent is cut off, Kemmler was 
killed instantly and painlessly within the first 
second, but as the current was opened (taken 
off) before thirty seconds had passed there 
were reflex motions of the muscles, which 
frightened some of the attendants into think- 
ing that he was not dead.”’ 

New York, Aug. 6.—The story of the elec- 
trocution of William Kemmler has been the 
talk of the town today from the time of the 
early morning “‘extra’’ editions. The borri- 
ble details, told at great length in the papers, 
were read with a shudder. The general con- 
census of opinion seems to be that the circum- 
stances attending the executio® of Kemmler 
by electricity are a sufficient condemnation of 
this method of inflicting the capital penalty. 


DESORIPTION OF THE CHAIR, 


How the Wires Are Arranged to Produce 
the Shock That Kills, 

Avusurn, N. Y., Aug.’ 5.—[Special. ]—Since 
its construction under direction of Warden 
Durston the chair in which Kemmler sat to 
be killed has been in care of a convict 
clerk in one of the prison departments. 
The chair is not of horrid appearance. 
It has no lines of  obeanty, but 
with 1ts foot-rest it affords a comfortable po- 
sition to the occupant. ‘There 1s not a curve 
in the line on itssturdy frame. The chair has 
a perforated wooden seat. The side posts of 
the back reach above where a human head 
would rest. There are buckles, too, and 
straps on these posts just below where 


i the shoulder would rest to pinion the 


upper arm. The central rest of the back 
is furnished by a stout, broad bar of wood at 
the top of which, above the sitter’s head, is 
mortised in a stout stick which is braced from 
above. Through the stick thus projecting 
forward from the back bar and over the sit- 
ter’s head is a quarter-inch hole directly above 
the head. Itis a little ‘aperture, yet through 
it passed the current which was the agent of 
Kemmler’s death. 

The back bar, crowned with its miniature 
gibbet, is movable up and down through iron 
collar clamps at the back of the seat and of 
the broad head rest. Through the hole in the 
projecting stick above the head is passed the 
heavy wire stem of the electrode that rests 
upon the head, and through which the death 
current flows. Opposite the base of the spinal 
column another hole in the upright back bar 


| admits the current wire to the other pole and 


its electrode. 

The: electrodes are heavy yet with flexible 
rubber cups, about four inches in diameter, 
and have inside acopper disk orvoil of cop- 
per wire—in this case a coil. .The heavy cur- 
rent wire is introduced into the rubber cup 
through the apex, and is ected with the 
wire coiled around the insidé of the cup. A 
sponge is fitted into the eavity of the 
cup, closely against _the wire coil. 
The sponge will hold a gill of water. One 
electrode is pressed down upon the head of 
the criminal, clinging somewhat, because of 
exhaustion of air. Thus, when the electrode 
is in position, there is practically only a gill 
of water between the wire coil and the sub- 
ject’s flesh, The sponge is éhe ultimate con- 
ductor of the charge. ORE: 

Fastened to the head rest is a pad heavily 
insulated with a rubber fastened to fit the 
curves of the neck and upper spinal column. 
The criminal’s neck is drawn back hard and 
tight into this neck saddle by the heavy leather 
mask that fits the forehead, shades the. eyes, 
and envelopes the chin, but leaves the. nose 
and mouth exposed. There are straps upon 
the. mask that buckle back about the up- 
right central bar. The head is fixed and 
fast. The arms are pinioned at the wrists, and 
elbows; the legs are bound, a stout broad 
strap circles the waist and holds it fast; the 
electrode for the head is connected through 
the stick projecting above the head, the other 
through the bar to the bared base of the spine,

BOUGHT BY AN ENGLISH SYNDICATE.

and a syndicate of English capitalists. Two 
years ago Mr. Scott purchased what is known 
as the Cumberland Iron Works, which com- 
prise 46,086 acres of land in Stewart County, 
Tenn. Of this 26,000 acres are rich agricult- 
ural lands and the remainder are mineral 
lands abounding with inexhaustible 
beds of charcoal iron. A_ stock 
company entitled the Cumberland 
Lands, limited, has been incorporated 
at London, England, with a capital stock of 
£250,000. All the stockholders. are English 
people excepting Mr. Scott, who owns one- 
fifth of the stock ‘and is the resident director. 
Mr. Scott has sold these lands to the English 
company at a handsome advance, but the 
figures are not made public, THe new com- 
pany will spend a large sum of money in 
building furnaces and rolling mills for the de- 
velopment of them. These lands lie on the 
Cumberland: River 100 miles above Nash- 
ville. Formerly they were owned by John Bell, 
and were occupied by him at the time he was 
a candidate- for President of the United 
States. The Cumberland Iron Works, which 
at one time’'were quite celebrated, were de- 
stroyed during the war and since then have 
not been worked extensively. It is said the 
new company will expend a million dollars in 
the preparation to be made for developing 
these mines, which produce a very superior 
quality 6f charcoal iron.

SHOOTING OF ARTHUR WILKE, 


Story of the Tragedy as Told by the Boy’s 
Mother. 

There was a post-mortem examination yes- 
terday morning on the body of Arthur Wilke, 
the boy who was shot by his father Tuesday 
night. It was found that the ball had entered 
the right side, passed through the heart, and 
lodged in the left side of the body. Death 
must have been instantaneous. The bullet 
was from a 32-caliber revolver. 

The Coroner’s inquest will be held at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

The rooms in which the shooti occurred 
are on the ground floor front of No. 725 West 
Fourteenth street. ‘The room where Mrs. 
Wilke and her two sons were standing 
when Wilke in a. tit of drunken 
fury fired the shot is used as a 
sitting-room; the room where Wilke stood is 
a bedroom. Mrs. Wilke said yesterday morn- 


ing: 

** My husband was not in the habit of drink- 
ing and a little liquor always went to his head. 
Last night while several’ neighbors were here 
celebrating my birthday he sent for some 
beer. A little while afterward he became 
noisy and disagreeable from the effects of 
what he had drank. The neighbors left early 
and then my husband began to talk loudly. 
Myson Arthur said: ‘ Be quiet; you annoy 
the boarders.’ As my husband paid no atten- 
tion to this Arthur pushed him into the bed- 
room next to the parior. Mr. Wilke 
loudly demanded to be let out. Then he 
threatened to shoot, and did shoot through 
the door. As soon as the shot was fired Ar- 
thur, who had beey holding the bedroom door, 
threw it open and said he was shot. He stag- 
gered into the bedroom and whenlIran in 
after him both he and his father were lying on 
the floor. 

“Arthur was dead and oy 4 husband was 
bleeding from a wound on.the head.” 

The physicians at the hospital say there are 
no hopes of Wilke’s recovery. 


WHEAT ADVANCES TO THE $1 MARE. 


An Exciting Day on the Board of Trade— 
An Upward Rush. 

Wheat touched the $1 mark yesterday, and 
as it reached that price the enthusiastic bulls 
gave a yell that could have been heard a block 
away. The market was intensely excited from 
start to finish. The buoyancy and animation 
were communicated to every other commodity 
dealt in:on the floor, all of which took part in 
the general advance. 

But the trade was biggest in wheat. Sep- 
tember and December options opened at 96%, 
cents and 994 cents respectively, and were 
boomed to 975¢ cents for September. and- 
$l.uus, for December.. The bulls had many 
recruits, especially when the big dial marked 
$1 for Dece:nber—a price to which many 
Board of Trade superstitions are attached. 
Toward noon general big long lines came out, 
one from Bloom, representing, it was said, a 
heavy profit. The market closed 144 cents 
over Tuesday, with September at 9744 cents 
and December $1.003,. 

Corn was wild. The September future 
rose over 144 cents. At times the excitement 
was as great asin the wheat pit, especially 
toward the close, when the scalpers made up 
their minds that some big short lines were 
being covered and other large long deals 
opened, 

Provisions were carried up with corn. Jan 
uary pork rose a net of 4744 cents over Tues- 
day, January lard 10 cents, and October ribs 
15 cents. Pork made one quotation 65 cents 
above the previous day. Much of the buying 
was done by shorts, who were demoralized by 
the turn of affairs. 

The shorts also turned the ordinarily quiet 
oat pit into a scrambie. September cats 
made a jump of three cents and August of two. 
The big short interest supplied the largest 
number of buyers, but altogether trading was 
far larger than usual, and was participated in 
by two or three times the customary number 


of people.

BOTH COUNTRIES READY TO MAKE PEACE 


Salvador anil Guatemala Anxious to Avoid 
Further Bloodshed. 

Crry_or Mexico, Aug. 6.—[Special. ]—Gen. 
Ezeta of San Salvador has informed the Diplo- 
matic Corps at.Guatemala City, which is me- 
diating for peace, that he anxiously wishes 
peace in order to «suid further bloodshed. 

The announcement in this morning’s papers 
here of the acceptance by Guatemala of the 
proffered mediation of United States Minis- 
ter Mizener}s services, with a view to securing 
peace thoujn the Foreign Diplomatic Corps 
resident in the City of Guatemala, is considered 
as conclusive proof of weakness on the part 
of the Guatemalan Government, which, in 
making war against San Salvador, did not 
reckon with its host. The Guatemalan Lega- 
tion here, however, even denies that such an 
offer has been made. 

It is believed that Guatemala is afraid ‘to 
continue the war with its small enemy, and 
the general opinion among military men here 
is that Salvador has it in its power to occupy 
the Capital of Guatemala if it so desires. 

Pou says the Salvador Government has been 
notified of the offe rof the Diplomatic Corps to 
arrange terms of peace, but he is without in- 
formation as to the exact terms proposed. It 
is sure, though, that if the terms proposed 
are not couched in language that will 
insure stable peace and non-interference 
of the Guatemalan.Government in the inter- 
nal affairs of Salvador they will be rejected. 
The Government of Salvador is not seeking 
the conquest or annexation of Guatemala. 
Its trouble with that country has been, as is 
evidently plain to,the world now, over the 
question as to whether it would desist in the 
employment of its domineering methods in 
the affairs of internal government. 

Salvador’s army did not invade Guatemala 
until after several ineffectual attempts had 
been made by Guatemalan Generals to gain a 
position with their forces in Salvador. The 
invasion of Guatemala has been merely in 
chastisement of the uncalled-for attempt of 
Bariilas to interfere and try to thrust upon 
Salvador, as it claims, by’ force of arms a 
government of his own making, in which he 
seems to have signally failed.

He remembered the officer who 
arrested the saloonkeeper was threatened with 
the loss of his position, Gannon laying claim to 
great political influence.. “ If Juror Gannon and 
the Gannon who appeared before me are one and 
the same person I am free to confess that he is a 
peculiar character for a grand juror,” remarked 
the Justice.

THE DEMOCRATS TURNING AGAINST REC- 
IPROCITY. 

When Secretary Blaine came outwith his 
plan for reciprocity in non-competing prod- 
ucts with the Latin-American States its evi- 
dent fairness and commercial wisdom struck 
everybody so favorably that Democratic pa- 
pers and leaders were prompt to indorse it, 
but of late there have been signs of a cooling- 
down on their ‘part, and they are trying to 
pick flaws in that which at first they approved. 
The curious sight is now presented of free- 
trade Democrats and Democratic papers op- 
posing reciprocity for just the same reasons 
that are advanced by McKinley, of Chinese- 
Wall fame, and by Reed of Maine. 

The cause of the Democratic change of front 
is apparent. The leaders of that party see 
that reciprocity is a wise policy; that if putin 
force it will produce good results, be a popu- 
lar measure, and help the Republicans, who 
will have the credit of it. Therefore, for par- 
tisan reasons, they attack what they once ap- 
proved. This is another reason why the Re- 
publicans should push the scheme. 

A foolish or insincere correspondent of the 
free-trade New York Evening Post comes to 
the rescue 9f McKinley by saying that a reci- 
procity arrangement with Brazil would mean 
no more than the one made with the Sandwich 
Islands, which, he says, is a bad one, and 
would have no better effect on American ex- 
ports. This is afatal admission. The Sand- 
wich Islands have not over 90,000 people. Yet 
they bought from this country in 1888-’89 
$3,375,661 worth of American products, or a 
little over $34 per head, Before the reciproci- 
ty treaty went into force they bought $850,- 
000 worth, or about $14 per head. From $14 
to $34 is along jump. Reciprocity did it. 

Brazil, on the other hand, with a po tion 
of fourteen millions, bought during fiscal 
year 1888-’89 $9,351,081 worth of the products 
ofthis country, or only 66 cents per head. 
Thus the Hawaiians purchased a little over 
fifty tumes as much relatively under reciprocal 
free trade as Brazil with the repressive system 
of export and import taxes imposed by the lat- 
ter on articles it does not and cannot produce. 
If Blaine’s reciprocity plan were to be carried 
out with Brazil it would be but a few years 
before American exports to that vast country 
would exceed $100,000,000, while the 68,000 
tons of raw sugar it now sends to the United 
States would increase quickly four or five 
fold, especially if Spain tried to hold Cuba 
back from reciprocity. In order to quicken 
the motions of the Brazilians the duty should 
be put back on coffee imported from that 
country till it had agreed to reciprocal trade. 

This free-trade correspondent also expresses 
the fear that if Brazil reciprocated on sugars 
and other countries did not sugar would 


be cheaper and the Brazilian planter would 


reap the benefit of the remission of the duty. 
He declines to make any allowance for the 
fact that Cuba would reciprocate, whether 
Spain liked it or not; that other sugar-grow- 
ing countries would reciprocate at once to get 
into the big market of the United States, and 
that production would be stimulated enor- 
mously in all those lands whose sugars were 
let in free.» What the correspondent appre- 
hends, if it happened at all, would not last 
more than a year or two, and in the mean- 
while American products worth millions on 
millions would have begun entering the ports 
of the friendly States. 

Another thing which worries this corre- 
spondent is “the most favored nation ”’ clause 
in most commercial treaties, whereby Brazil, 
in making a treaty with England, for instance, 
says it will do as well by it as by any other 
country with which it has trade relations. 
Such a clause does not stand in the way of 
any special agreement which Brazil may 
choose to make with the United States, where- 
by the latter agrees to do something which 
England cannot do. What is wanted is a 
treaty for the free admission to Brazilian 
ports of breadstuffs and meats. England can- 
not supply these things. The West can. What 
does it matter to England, France, or Ger- 
many, » what arrangements Brazil 
may e based on those products? 

The only nations which. might complain 
justly would be the Argentine Republic and 
Chili, which are in a small way competitors 
of the United States in furnishing flour and 


j meat. But Chili has not much of a surplus 


of flour to sell. The Argentine Republic, 
which has much tropical territory itself, would 
not care to buy the tropical products of 
Brazil, and, as it has a population of but four 
millions, would under no circumstances be as 
tempting a market to the Brazilians as the 
United States with its sixty-five millions. It 
may be set down as a fact that this “ most fa- 
vored nation’ clause will receive no attention 
from countries which are anxious to establish 
close trade relations with a nation which adds 
fifteen millions to the number of its consum- 
ers every ten years.

roads have tried persistently to impair the 
character of bills of lading by stamping them 
“non-negotiable,” but this last attempt is 
bolder and leaves the banks without any op- 
tion. When a railroad bill of lading or re- 
ceipt for property is so framed that it does 
not requite the carrier to deliver articles of 
the same kind and value as are received or 
bind him for liability in case of loss through 
negligence the document is too uncertain and 
depreciated in character to be negotiable. 
When the rai make their receipts less 
valuable and more uncertain in the hands of 
the shipper than at present the banks can no 
longer recognize them. 

If the railroads were to refuse outright to 
transport freight under their common law lia- 
bility the courts ‘could be appealed to and 
they could be foreed soon to assume an obli- 
gation which always has been a primary and 
vital one with common carriers. Instead, 
therefore, of making a refusal which they 
know the courts would not tolerate the rail- 
roads have hit on the, shrewd device of de- 
manding extra rates' when -they take goods 
under the ordinary obligation of a common 
carrier and issue an honest bill of lading 
while they offer to transport freight at com- 
mercial charges only when they are released 
from nearly all liability for damages and the 
shipping receipts they give are so nearly 
worthless that the banks will not touch them. 
Of course the necessities of cummerce would 
require freight to be sent at the commercial 
rates, notwithstanding the fact that the rail- 
roads would make these terms only when they 
could dodge liability and issue inferior bills of 
lading. The railroads thus would relieve 
themselves of common law liability more ef- 
fectively and completely than if they had 
sought that end in a direct and open fashion. 
This Ghange in the bills of lading is a most 
insidious movement and if allowed to go on 
will make an end of the common law liability 
of railroad carriers. 

Fortunately many of the States have laws 
positively forbidding - railroads to release 
themselves from common law liability by 
means of the secalled shipping contracts 
which they make for themselves and then 
force on the public. In thefield of inter-State 
commerce there is no such protection, and, if 
shippers submit to the new bills of lading 
they may find themselves without remedy if 
their freight is destroyed or delivered only in 
part. Inthe absence of restraining statutes 
telegraph companies have been permitted by 
the courts to fritter away nearly all liability 
by means of fine-print notices on message- 
blanks. On the other hand, when railroads 
have issued tickets at reduced rates or given 
away passes with notice that they would not 
be responsible for imjury to the passenger or 
his baggage, the courts have held them liable 
nevertheless. It was deemed contrary to pub- 
lic policy that any corporation should acquire 


| by its own acta right negligently to kill or 


injure people without being responsible in 
damages. Similarly under this new bill of 
lading scheme the courts might hold it con- 
trary to public policy for railroads to relieve 
themselves of responsibility for property in- 
trusted to them for transportation. Congress 
ought, however, to make an appeal to the 
courts unnecessary and apply to inter-State 
commerce the rule which in Illinois and other 
States forbids a railroad to divest itself of the 
common law liability of a common carrier. 


HOW THE DEMOCRATS STEAL SEATS. 

The speech of Congressman Mason of this 
city in favor of the passage of the National 
Election bill contains some interesting ex- 
tracts from the testimony, as yet unpublished, 
taken in some of the contested election cases 
in Southern districts, which will give an idea 
of the evils which the so-called “force” bill 
is intended to do away with. 

The evidence in the case of the Second Mis- 
sissippi District, where Gen. Chalmers con- 
tested the seat of Mr. Morgan, made this 
showing of facts: 

The constitution of partisan election boards 
having no members other than Democrats. 

The appointment in many cases of parties on 
such boards to represent the Republicans who, by 
reason of ignorance and illiteracy, were not “ com- 
petent and suitable men.”’ 

The unlawful removal of ballot-boxes from the 
polling places and from the view of the United 
States supervisors. 

The illegal erasnre from the registration list of 
duly qualified and registered voters, and the re- 
fusal to permit them to vote. 

The stealing of ballot-boxes. 


It showed also that at one precincttwenty or 
thirty shots were fired into the colored voters. 
That had a discouraging influence on the cast- 
ing of ballots for Republican candidates. The 
night before the election in the City of Jack- 


son, which is in the Seventh District, it was ° 


suggested that it would be a good thing to 
drag a cannon through that part of the town 
where the colored voters lived and fire it off 
occasionally, “to bluff the negroes off and 
keep them away from the polls.” This was 
done. The windows of several houses were 
smashed, the occupants notified they would 
be killed if they tried to vote, and in some 
instances shots were fired into the houses. 
Theso demonstrations had the desired effect. 
It was also sworn that a Deputy Sheriff, an 
Alderman of Jackson, suggested that it would 
be a good idea to take a certain colored man, 
who was a leader among his people, down into 
the swamp and tie him to aitree. A witness, a 
policeman of Jackson, being asked if the rea- 
son.he did not interfere to stop the riotous 
demonstrations election eve was 


because of a general understanding among 
Democratic city and county officials in this city 
and county that at and just before election time 
Democrats are privileged to commit almost any 
acts they please, no matter how outrageous or dis- 
orderly, which may tend to intimidate Republic- 
an votes from the polls, 


answered in the affirmative. “Ido not be- 
lieve that every sort of outrage would be tol- 
erated, but I believe that so far as intimidat- 
ing niggers would be concerned that would be 
winked at by the authorities.”’

In the Setond Florida District evidence 
given by Democrats shows the stealing of 
ballot-boxes and registry lists in Republican 
precincts prior to election so that no votes 
might be cast, and the stealing of ballot-boxes 
after election when they cofitained too many 
Republican votes, One of the inspectors—a 
Democrat, of course—from ‘whose custody a 
ballot‘box was taken before the votes had 
been canvassed, who is also the editor of a 
paper, testified that he made no mention of 
this interesting itern of news. Why he let it 
go unnoticed he could not say. The policy of 
this individual, who was a better Democrat 
than newspaper man, has doubtless been that 
of Southern journals generally.

It is desirable that these performances 
should end, at least when the choice of mem- 
bers of the National House is concerned, It 
is not likely, judging from the outcry that the 
South is making on the subje.t, that they 
would odécur with Federal supervision of. the 
polls. Southern gentlemen would drop their 
eccentric methods when the National Govern- 
ment had some one watching them. The ex- 
periment will be tried, and it will be. seen 
whether the stealing of ballot-boxes will be of 
80 frequent occurrence henceforth. 


CHEAP SUGAR AND DEAR CLOTHING 

The Senate has at last taken up the Tariff 
bill, and is discussing a measure which takes 
off the duties on raw sugars with no equiva- 
lent in the way of wider markets for Ameri- 
can products and which increases duties on 
nearly everything else. Before Western Sena- 
tors suffer themselves to be duped into voting 
for this bill by the cry of “‘ cheap sugar’ for 
their constituents they should do a little 
ciphering. 

There were consumed in this country during 
the fiscal year 1988-89 38,330,000,000 pounds 
of raw sugar. With a population of 63,000, 000 
that was fifty-three pounds per head. The re- 
tail price of. cut-loaf sugar in this city now is 
8 cents, of granulated 6.5, and of pulver- 
ized 6.8. Take eight cents as the average 
retail price throughout the country and the 
sugar bill of each individual—man, woman, 
and child—was about $4.24 a year. TheMc- 
Kinley bill takes’ off the tax on raw sugars, 
avhich is on the average two cents a pound, 
but it gives the refiner a protection of four- 
tenths of acent. It is also estimated that the 
increased demand for sugar due to the lower- 
ing of the price will make the sugar-growers 
ask more for their product, so that the net 
gain to the consumer on the retail price of 
sugar Will be but alittle over a cent a pound, 
or 55 cents a year, a gain for the entire coun- 
try of a little over $30,000,000 a year, to secure 
which $55,000,000 in revenue is thrown 
away, and the Government becomes liable for 
eight or ten millions sugar bounties. 

The average clothing bill of the people of 


‘the United States has been figured out to be 
- $24.25 per head. The McKinley bill increases 


the duties on woolens 20 per cent, on flax 
goods 9 percent, and on cotton goods3 per cent. 
A customs administrative bill has also been 
passed which it is* claimed will increase the 
cost of imported goods, If these two bills 
add 15 per cent to the cost of clothing they add 
$3.68 to the clothing bill of every person. If 
they add 20 per cént, then every one pays $4.84 
more yearly for his clothing. 

He gains 55 centé on sugar. He loses $3.63 
or $4.8 on clothing. His net loss is $3.08 or 
$4.29. He is also & loser to an amount which 
has not been calculated, because he will pay 
more for hardware, cutlery, glass, earthen- 
ware, and other articles. 

When the Western Senators are through 
with these figures will “cheap sugar’’ seem as 
cheap to them as they thought it was at 
first? If the duties were taken off so as to 
furnish a market for the present surpluses of 
agricultural products, thus increasing the sell- 
ing price of all the wheat, corn, beef, etc., the 
farmer raised, then “cheap sugar” would 
begin to mean something. 


INSULTS TO THE MEMORY OF GEN. GRANT. 

The New York correspondent Howard, in 
his letter to the Boston Globe, makes the fol- 
lowing despicable assault by innuendo upon 
the memory of Gen. Grant: 


The man of whom we are talking was the great 
soldier who, according to contemporaneous rec- 
ords, saved the Union. He was so great that 
although he receivell presents valued at $750,000, 
nothing was said about it; so great that although 
houses and lands were given him, and cheerfully 
accepted by him, nothing was said about it; so 
great that when his love of money, marvelously 
swollen of late yeans, led him to go into business 
with afirm knownas Grant & Ward, the infamy 
of whose practices sent two of its members to 
State prison, not a word was said, not a thing was 
done to him or his; so great indeed was this man 
and soldier that hie funeral cortége extended six 
good square English miles in length, and I doubt 
not 1,000,000 people have visited his tomb; sc 
many, indeed, that ifthey averaged $1 each toward 
a monument for perpetuating his memory, long 
years ere this a stately shaft, with appropriate 
adornments,’ would have pierced the heavens in his 
honor. 


It has been reserved for this sensation- 
monger to mention maliciously and to falsify 
deliberately what others have kept silent 
about, because it involved no breach of pro- 
priety or taste on the great General’s part. 
Gen. Grant accepted presents of property 
from his gratéful and admiring countrymen 
who were anxious to testify their appreciation 
of his conspicuousiservices to the Nation. So 
did the Duke of Marlborough, Lord Welling- 
ton, Gen. Sheridan, and many others of the 
eminent Generals| of history. who were the 
saviors of their people or heightened the glory 
of their National fame on the field of arms. 
The Union League Club of Philadelphia gave 
Gen. Grant a house. So did the people of his 
old home, Galena, Other friends gave him a 
cottage at Long Branch.

It voted against 
him for the Presidency. Its Wall street 
sharks fleeced him.

JACKSON PARK AND THE FAIR. 

In the preliminary conference between the 
South Park Commissioners and the World’s 
Fair Directors held day before yesterday it 
was stated that it would take the half-million 
in bonds the Legislature authorized to be used 
in Jackson Park in making certain specified 
permanent improvements, and that it would 
cost considerably more than that sum to do 
the other work required to put the grounds in 
shape for Fair uses. All figures are, however, 
more or less conjectural at present, ‘and will 
be uritil detailed plans have been made, 

It wasan excellent idea to send for Mr. 
Olmstead, the best landscape gardener in the 
country, and the author of the plan for Jack- 
son Park. It will not take him long to tell 
what is best to be done both for the Fair and 
the park. His plan contemplates a number 
of lakes. Nothing would add more to the 
scenic beauty of the Exposition than to have 
the grounds it occupied diversified.and set off 
by water spaces, while to fill everything up to 
a dead level would be expensive and produce 
@ most prosaic result, Let Mr. Olmstead 
know what buildings it is desired to put up 
and he can tell where they can be put to the 
best advantage and for the least cost. 

That the directors and the Commissioners 
cannot come to an understanding at once is 
to be expected. It will take several confer- 
ences. But they will not be like those be- 
tween the directors and the.Aldermen. They 
will be between two parties without selfish in- 
terest—neither trying to overreach the other 
and neither trying to get some advantage,of 
the other. When they get all the facts they 
need they will comé to an understanding 
which will satisfy them and everybody else. 
Whatever sum it is decided finally the di- 
rectors shall pay towards preparing the site 
will be about the just one, 

There is one point which should not be 
overlooked, and that is the necessity of mak- 
ing the Fair Grounds as approachable by 
water as by land during pleasant weather. 
One of the great recommendations of Jackson 
Park was the fact that visitors would not be 
dependent wholly on land transportation. 
Whatever facilities are provided for going or 
coming by water would be so much clear gain. 
The regular local and the Fair travel com- 
bined might test severely at times the capacity 
of the street and steam railways. A fleet of 
boats would afford great relief which can be 
had m no other way. It is likely that with 
pleasant weather a majority would prefer the 
water route. Therefore there must be facilities 
for landing at Jackson Park, even if it takes 
money to supply them. 


Tere will be found in today’s paper a let- 
ter from a correspondent of the Boston Her- 
ald, who has interviewed a number of the lead- 
ing Republicans of Maine as to what they 
think of Blaine’s reciprocity policy. Con- 
trary to what has been reported, they are for 
the Secretary of State aud against the Speaker. 
They have sense to see that the policy of one 
means wider markets and larger sales of the 
other restricted markets and smaller or sta- 
tionary sales. The people of Maine and the 
other New England States have not been so 
quick in “catehing on’’ to Mr. Blaine’s ideas 
as the Western farmers, possibly because they 
have no such unsalable surpluses of wheat 
and corn and meats waiting for a market to 
make them think quick and hard.

The first section was taken up and after 
several speeches had been made Mr. Barry of

The second clause was amended by striki 
et following: ‘‘ Losses by fire, flood, 


Olive Branches Not in Favor. 

Mr. Grier of Peoria suggested that the 
meeting telegraph Commissioner Blanchard 
inquiring if he would suspend enforcement of 
the bill on east-bound stuff until such time as 
there could be a. conference between the 
various committees. He was assured that he 
would be giad to comply with the request. 
They could learn the result by morning and 
be prepared to take arbitrary measures, 

Objection was raised to any offering of the 
olive branch under‘the circumstances, as the 
comunittee had been snubbed and insulted at 
every turn in the negotiations. These sug- 
— were not acted upon and Chairman 
Stone recalled the members to the actual bus- 
iness before the meeting. 

The second clause was considered. The 
expunging of the entire clause and of several 
specific sentences and other modifications 
were suggested. Mr. Clarke’s motion to 
strike out the entire.clause received two votes 
only. Mr. Wilson’s motion to strike out “ as 
gene business will permit,’’ and the sen- 
tence €xempting the original carrier from lia- 
bility incurred by other lines to whom ship- 
ments are transferred was adopted. 

The third clausé affecting settlement of 
losses was amended on Mr. Wilson’s. motion 
by striking out ‘no road is responsible,” etc. 

The sentence fixing the time for filing claims 
was deemed obnoxious, as being in conflict 
with the common law. : 

Mr. Ranslee called attention to the fact that 
legal opinions had been repeatedly given to 
the effect that the initial road could not be 
held responsible for losses on other lines. If 
they enforced that section the imitial lines 
would not give through bills. 

“ You cannot hold a single fast freight line 
for a loss and recover a cent, and you know 
it,’’ was remarked. 

“Yes, but the railroads are responsible,” 
was the rejoinder. 

This developed a difference of opinion and 
provoked an interesting discussion of the lia- 
bility of lines, in which the committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that the consignors must 
reserve the right of routing their shipments. 
When the railroads selected the route they 
did so at their peril and assumed all liability 
for losses on other lines, 

After discussion Mr. Ranlitt moved that 
the clause read “‘all claims be made prompt- 

‘ly in writing.”’ Adopted.

The reciprocity, in 
brief, is understood to be that Congress shall 
not shirk the duties of legislation with which 


} it is charged. The President, through the 


State Department, negotiates commercial and 
other treaties, which are sent to the Senate for 
ratification, and the House comes in for its 
share of the responsibility in enacting legisla- 
tion to make the treaties effective. If the 
House wants to encourage the negotiation of 
treaties hy adopting a resolution that it would 
view them with favor, the President would 
undoubtedly look on this as a hint to go 
ahead. But a resolution of this sort would not 
have much direct effect on pending legisla- 
tion, and everybody admitg that reciprocity 
cannot be put over to another session. . There- 
fore it is said that Gen. Harrison will shortly 
make known his views to the members of the 
Ways and Means Committee in the House and 
to the Finance Committee in the Senate. In 
fact there is a suspicion that Chairman Mc 
Kinley is carrying around in his pockets 
tonight an invitation to dine at the White 
House some day this week and discuss the 


whole question.. The President is known to’ | 


be of the opinion that an understanding should 


+ be reached by the majority in both House 


and Senate at the earliest possible date, and 
a reciprocity program go to the country on 
which the party can stand unitedly. 

Apparently the Chief Magistrate has not 
heard that Speaker Reed has decreed there 
shall be no reciprocity legislation, The Pres- 
ident, according to the current report, looks 
with disfavor on all the propositions which 

ropose to lodge the power of ting or 
denying reciprocity in the hands of the Exec- 
utive. This is to say, he does not vare to be 
eeepneees to reim the sugar tax at the 
end of a year Spain doesn’t open 
a free market for breadstuffs from the 
United States in Cuba and Porto. Rico. This 
is the gist of the amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Pierce. If there is to be such a provision 
the President’s position is that Congress 
should make the requirement mandatory and 
itself specify the manner of procedure. The 
objection to the Pierce amendment would 
also hold against that portion of Senator Ald- 
rich’s amendment which puts coffee, hides, 
and rubber on the list with sugar. 

Further than this the President is said to be 
of the opinion that a radical defect in all these 
amendments is the provision for putting sugar 
at once on the free list. If the article really 
became much cheaper to consumers it would 
be an unpopular act for any Executive to re- 
impose the duty at the end of one or two 
years. If itdidn’t become cheaper the folly 
of having thrown away the revenue 
would hamper any attempt to use 
the sugar duty for reciprocity purposes. 
There is not much question that the President 
and Secretary Blaine stand together in opposi- 
tion to even a temporary removal of the sugar 
duties, except in exchange for reciprocal com- 
mercial advantages. For the rest it will prob- 
ably appear that they are agreed as to the 
necessity of Congress clearly defining the part 
expe to be taken by the Executive in fur- 
thering the objects of reciprocity. A gentile- 
men who was at Cape May during the stay of 
the Secretary of State and who had good Op- 
portunities to observe what was going on said 
this evening: ’ 

“The President and Mr. Blaine did a great 
deal of ‘loafing.’. They.-were together for 
hours at a time, and [have no doupt that a 
perfect understanding was reached as to the 
course to be taken. Hereafter I don’t think 
there will be any more fairy - stories set afloat 
about the President and his Secretary of State 
drifting apart. The President is for reciproc- 
ity, and the details alone remain unsettled.” 

“Robert G. Evans, Minnesota's representa- 
tive on the National Republican Committee, 
who is now in the East on business, asserts 
that Secretary Blaine is indeed in touch with 
the Republicans of the Northwest. ‘‘ Minne-

State Commerce Commission.

The Inter-State Commerce Commission is by 
the act to te commerce “authorized and 
to execute and enforce the peotmnene of 
In the performance of t duty the 
commission cannot com attendance and 
testimony of witnesses, the production of, books 
and papers, nor enforce any order it may make 
without invoking the aid of a court of the United 
States. The commission not being a court, an 
attorney-at-lawcan have immunity from the legal 
penalties of contempt, and accuse it of mis- 
stating and perverting testimony. ; 

The commission can investigate, find facts, 
reach conclusions, and make orders on complaint 
made by others or upon inquiry instituted on its 
own motion. It can hear and determine, ascer- 
tain and declare the truth, but its findings, con- 
clusions, and orders can only be enforced t h 
the decisions and judgments of the courts made 
and rendered after tri accordance with 
established judicial procedure. Such trial is 
new and one in which the court reaches its 
own conclusions and makes its own orders. In 
such trial the conclusions and orders of the com- 
mission have no binding force. _Its reported find- 
ings of fact alone have legal effect in the court.

An Important Decision. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
rendered an important decision in the case of 
Procter & Gamble, soap manufacturers at 
Cinci inst a number of railroads. In 
the official (Bastern) classification common 
soap stands in the fifth class in car-load lots. 
The railroad companies had always given it 
that class tate, but for many years prior to 
last May they charged the firm for net weight 
only, the gross bye being one-sixth more. 
Since last May y have charged for gross 
weight without reducing the rate per 100 
pounds. The commission’s conclusion is that 
the charge for transportation under the net 
weight practice was reasonable. It holds that 
the increased charge, being a one-sixth ad- 
vance for the same service, operated to make 
the rate unreasonable. This decision, like the 
one ordering a reduction in the rates on food 
— establishes the right of the Inter- 

tate Commission to determine whether 
tariffs are reasonable and to fix such rates.
